County in the same way that he wis made
to go from Laurens. We have no objection
to ' peaceable and orderly colored men set-
tling in our midst, but our County should
not be allowed to become a refuge for crimi-
nals of any color.

HOUSE BREAKING.

On last Sabbath the dwelling house of Mr.

Mr. Prevost and family were
absent, and there was no one of the persons
residing on the place at home betweon the
hours of 12 m. and 4 p. m., so that the rob-
ber committed the crime in the broad day-
time upon one of the most public roads in
our County. The thief entered the door of
the kitchen, which is adjoining the dwelling,
and worked his way into the different rooms
of the house, breaking into the places where
he thought it was probable he would find
money. Mr. Prevost's private papers and
Mrs. Prevost's jewelry though broken into
were not taken, and the only remuneration
she rnscal got for his villainy was a small
amount of greenbacks. These circumstan-
ces indicate that the intention was to get
{poney, and failing in this the thief seemed
{o fear detection too much to take any arti-
¢le that could be identified. These outrages
gro entirely too numerous, and 4 determined
¢ffort should be made to discover and punish
the rascals of this type who are depredating
in thé country throughout the State.
